'• ITiis may be look’d upon as a sort of Aera in a life so barren 
of events a,s mine, yet I shall treat it iu Voltaire’s manner, 
and only tel! vou, that T left my lodgings, because the r(x>m5 
were .noisy and the People of jhe house dirty. This is all 
1 would chusif; to have said about it ; but if you should be 
curious enough to enter into a particular detail of facts and

It is dear that Gray it keeping tomethii^ back tixncthing 
that was not much to hb credit, and at he was of a very 
sensitive nature, he wished it to remain a secret, Sio&iewer, 
the only witness, never divulged the truth, Mr. Goaie giva 
a bold and picturesque description of the famoni scene :
